Even Horses Fagged For ‘M - Day In Russian Program 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—The 
most complete mobilize 1 1 o n 
plan in history dominates all 
Russian life today. 
The Army reported today 
M-iat the Kremlin has develop­ 
ed its comprehensive mobili­ 
zation program without even 
calling up to active duty all 
eligible men. 
The Army did not indicate 


that any recent mobilization 
has 
taken 
place, 
but 
said 
•‘even farm horses and trac­ 
tors are tagged for ‘M-Day.’ ” 
The report said: 
“ The Soviet Union has gear­ 
ed its entire military and civil 
structure for 
rapid mobiliza­ 
tion—whether it be open or 
secret, general or partial mobi­ 
lization”. 


The report, included in the 
January issue of “ The Army 
Information Digest,” said that 
much of the Soviet military 
training is given in organiza­ 
tions such 
as 
the 
pioneers, 
similar to the Boy Scouts, and 
in groups for men, women and 
children of all ages. 
In addition, military train­ 
ing is given in all schools. 
The report stated: 


“ If the student’s formal ed­ 
ucation 
extends 
beyond 
the 
seventh grade, the Soviet citi­ 
zen villi have spent several 
hundred hours in pre-military 
training prior to active serv­ 
ice.” 
The information digest said 
that all male 
citizens In the 
USSR become subject to con­ 
scription at the age of 19, but 


that they are not necessarily 
inducted into the army. 
It continued: 
“ The 
conscript fulfills 
his 
military obligations in peace­ 
time by serving on active duty 
or by entering the reserve. 
“ Active duty involves induc­ 
tion into the 
standing 
army 
whereas direct assignment to 
a reserve unit obligates the 


new reservist to perform per­ 
iodic training with troops.” 
One of the main group dis­ 
tinctions in the Russian 
re­ 
serve system, the report said, 
is between those who have had 
active duty training and those 
who have not. 
The Army said that a Soviet 
m arshal receives more than 
HO times as much pay as a 
private, adding: 


“ In the army, as elsewhere 
in the Soviet Union, the class 
distinctions that the 1917 revo­ 
lutionaries sought to abolish 
have now come back with a 
vengence. 
“ While pay differences are 
great, the real class distinction 
lies in the extra privileges 
granted officers.

Griping Truman 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—Presi­ 
dent Truman signed into law to­ 
day the $3 3 billion excess prof­ 
its tax bill,

“overly liberal” to big corpora­ 
tions. 
The President bluntly assert­ 
ed that Congress must provide 
additional and “ substantial” tax 
increases to finance the nation s 
rearm am ent program. 
Mr. Truman sa d. in a special 
statement 
criticizing Congress 
for failure to tax corporations 
more heavily, that he soon will 
submit 
new 
recommendations 
'for substantial tax increases.” 
The excess profits tax law 
is retroactive to last July I. 
It imposes a tax of 77 percent 
on profits of corpor a I i o n s 
above a deduction intended to 
exempt normal earnings. 
This is the second tax boost to 
become effective since the Kor­ 
ean war broke out. The first was 
the individual income and corp­ 
oration tax increase 
voted 
by 
Congress last September. 
The excess profits tax law 
boosts total government tax rev­ 
enue to about $45 billion a year 
at 1950 national income levels. 
Under it, corporations will be 
subject to these taxes: 
Twenty-five 
percent 
on 
the 
first $25,000 of income. 47 per­ 
cent on all income rn excess of 
$25,000 and 77 percent on all in­ 
come above the normal profits 
deduction. 
Numerous special relief pro­ 
visions soften the impact of the 
77 percent excess profits levy on 
growing concerns, utilities, rail­ 
roads, airlines and many others.
